Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-5, 7-9, 11-18, and 20-24 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
invention as now claimed is not disclosed nor rendered obvious in view of the prior art of 
record. As to independent claims 1, 9, 15, and 22, the prior art of record fails to teach 
or suggest, alone or in combination, the recited system and method and system, in 
which a conference call supplemental service is provided in an intelligent network, 
where the setting of a direct route between a SSP and a IP includes sending an initial 
address message from the service switch function of the SSP to a specialized resource 
function of the IP, and sending an address complete message or an answer message 
from the specialized resource function to the service switch function for transmitting an 
announcement of the service to a user. No prior art was found that discloses or teaches 
the limitations of claims 1 , 9, 1 5, and 22. 

3. Claims 2-5, 7-8, 11-14, 16-18, 20-21, and 23-24 are dependent upon claims 1, 9, 
15, and 22, respectively, therefore, claims 2-5, 7-8, 11-14, 16-18, 20-21, and 23-24 are 
allowed.
